Though of Polish parentage she 
was Parisian to her finger tips in tastes. 
She longed for a residence in Paris. 
Young as she was she persistently re- 
jected one suitor after another whom 
her relations favored.

the part of go-between was arranging + 


matrimonial affairs for our little co- 
quette, It was the wisdom of . this» 
woman that Charles de Ligne should be 
Helene’s husband. She objected, and 
Prince Charles exhibited a similar cold- 
ness. He was twelve years her senior,. 
serious and studious in his tastes, with a 
passion for music, science and military 
tactics. ‘There was little to excite his 
enthusiasm in becoming the husband of 
an untrained and half educated child of 
fifteen. His heart, moreover, was filled 
with the image of another woman. 
Notwithstanding the disinclination, 
negotiations wenton. Ielene’s imagina- 
tion was skillfully fired by descriptions 
of the splendor of the Chateau awaiting 
her and the state residence in Brussels, 
and intimations how the Prince could be 
persuaded to spend the winter in Paris 
where she would be held in high social 
favor. These arguments at last pre- 
vailed and on May 25, 177, the contract 
of marriage was signed at Versailles in 
the presence of Louis XVI and Marie 
Antoinette. Palaces and fortunes were 
settled upon the pair. Up to this time 
Helene had been allowed one interview 
with her fiancé. Her chief anxiety now 
seemed to be a possible delay in the ar- 
rival of her beautiful trousseau, es- 
pecially the jewelry to be worn on state 
occasions. ‘They came, however, as did 
Prince Charles and his father who fell in 
love at once with his daughter-in-law. 

Under these joyous auspices the newly 
wedded pair departed from the Abbaye 
aux Bois to Brussels in a post chaise 
with six horses and postilions in silver 
and pink. A splenaid féte followed their 
arrival. ’Tis said the prince seemed 
greatly pleased with the beauty and pre- 
cocious talents of his child wife, writing 
home that she seemed to have no will of 
her own and was pleased with every- 
thing. She was in fact,as her history 
proved, headstrong and willful and as 
obstinate as the Pope’s mule. In five 
years after her marriage she achieved 
the desire of her heart, a home in Paris, 
where her daughter Sidonie was born. 
Her life here was one whirl of enjoy- 
ment. She rarely saw her husband now 
who was absorbed in his own pursuits, 
seldom accompanying her into society. 

A crowd of admirers surrounded her. 
She retained them without distingtish- 
ing anyone with a compromising prefer- 
ence. The gravity of her husband set 
him widely apart from these admiring 
fops who voted him a bore, and soon she 
learned to regard him an insignificant 


person, Finally Prince Charles induced 
her to leave Paris for a season in 
Vienna. She in turn ordered him off to 


Russia and poor little Sidonie she took 
no interest in. Trouble was in store 
for Helene. Her glory in Paris had its 
counterpart in Vienna where her hus- 
band took pains to emphasize the fact 
that he was a person of consequence 
chietly on account of the favor received 
from one Countess Kinsky, a beautiful 
and fascinating woman who was_ the 
dominating influence of his life. The 
subtle instinct of Helene detected the 
relation and though she did not love her 
husband she could easily be jealous of 
him. In September, with his permission 
she left Vienna for Warsaw. 

It was the final parting between the 
husband and wife though neither of them 
were conscious of the fact. Warsaw was 


a spectacle of glory. ‘The King and 
Count were there. On the dazzling 


scene the Countess-de-Ligne appeared, 
preceded by a reputation for beauty and 
wit. She was speedily on intimate terms 
with all who were best worth knowing. 
She gave herself up to unrestrained en- 
joyment. korgot the past, her husband 
and child. She was once more Helene 
Massalski. The seasons tlew by and no 
sign did she give of a desire to return to 
her home or would she listen to the re- 
monstrances of her family. Aninftl-ence 
sudden and powerful lad possessed her. 
She had made the acquaintance of a man 
who was to her all her future fate, 
Count Vineent Potocki, a handsome, dis- 
tinguished and e1egant man, his manners 
affable and fascinating Hlis fortune 
however was always involved in specula- 
tion and never as remunerative as he 
would have the world believe, which 
caused him to be ill tempered at times. 
His wife, Countess Anna, was passion- 
ately devoted to him, but the Count upon 
seeing our little coquette fell deeply in 
love with her. Her great fortune, per- 
sonal charms and flattering preterence, 
which she evinced for his society had 
great weight with him. He understood 
perfectly her nature and affected a cau- 
tious reserve, a distant admiration. ‘This 
manner stimulated her pagsion as fuel 
stimulates flame. She had 
of the opinions of the world bua 
with the ardor of her youth and race, 
with one desire to win full response from 
the man sheloved. Adverse circumstan- 
ces, threatened disgrace and the climax 
of misfortunes followed. Count Potocki 
fell ill. 

It was aterrible time and Helene had 
not afriend to help her endure it. The 
Count recovered at last, his heart touched 
by He'ere’s devotion and swore to leave 
no stone unturned toward the accom- 
plishment of securing a divorce from 
Countess Anna. ‘Tranquilized hy his 
promise but still heavy with sadnéss, in 
a twinkling all the circumstances ot 
Helene’s life were changed and every im- 
pediment to happiness was removed. 
She received news of the death of her 
husband, killed by a ball in an engage 
ment between the French and Austrian 
forces on September 14, 1792. Not an 
impulse of pity or sorrow dampened her 


delight. “Iam free!” she wrote, “It is 
the, divine will.’ “That cannon was 


loaded from all eternity.” Tidings of her 
brother’s death came almost immediately 
which made her heiress of another enor- 
mous fortune. Three months later per- 
suading her uncle to give his consent to 


the marriage with Count Potoeki with- 
out waiting for the papa) authorization 
needed, the ceremony took place at mid- 
night in the chapel of a cenvent in 
the neighborhood of Warky, where her 
uncle's country seat. was. So privately 
had the marriage been celebrated. and 
so slowly did news travel in these days 
that it Was not until a yearand after the 
birth of ason to Helene that the Count- 
ess Anna knew of it. The decree of 
divorce not having beew sent her for sig- 
nature she supposed matters to have re- 
mained in the same state. She immedi- 
ately raised opposition which was not 
with-drawn until the close of the next 
year. Three tranquil years followed, 
the best of Helene’s life. Happy with 
her husband who with all his faults was 
to her the ideal of human perfeetion and 
with her two sons whomshe adored. This 
interval of serenity had a sudden and 
terrible interruption. Both of her sons 
died. ‘The double bereavement nearly 
cost her life. Her despair gave place to 
melancholy resignation which disguised 
itself iu cheerfulness only when she was 
in the presetice of her husband. “Grad: 
ually she distrusted her husband as well 
as adored*him. In 1803 her anger on ac- 
count of: a certain Mademoiselle Kar- 
woska, was so great that she actually re- 
solved on separating herself from him, 
but through the influence of friends she 
was induced to abandon such proceed- 
ure. In 1806 she proposed to the Gount 
that a match be made between her 
daughter Sidonie and his son. The mar- 
riage took place in 1807. 

On October 30, 1815, at the age of fifty- 
two during the absence of her husband, 
this slave of fragile and temporary capri- 
ces died. In the register of the cemetery 
of Pere la chais, is found the name of 
Helene Massalski, wife of Potocki, in- 
terred temporarily for five years, re- 
moved later to the fosse commune where 
she remains. So all that life could give 
to our little fairy princess born wnder 
such brilliant auguries, dowered with so 
many gifts, thespoiled pet of the Abbaye 
aux Bois, was a few years of checkered 
splendor, a love always uneasy and often 
thwarted and betrayed and in the enda 
nameless and forgotten grave.

Magee in Manchester, N. H., Tuesday. 

The officials found that the Lawrence 
emall pox cases were undoubtedly

The Manchester authoritiés stated 
that they had been trying to find Bou- 
langer, as they had knowledge that 
there Was sm@}l pox in the house where 
he resided. He disappeared and the au- 
thorities were told that -he had gone 
into the woocs as a chopper. It was) 
afterwards learned that he came _ to 
lawrence and that his wife and chil- 
dren soon followed him. They visited | 
the Boulangers on Lowell street and 
the Manchester authorities say that 
both he and one of his children had the 
small pox; it was by them therefore, 
that the disease was brought to Law- 
rence. Agent Smith had been told that 
the Manchester family remained here 


tain that they were here two weeks. 

Agent Smith was told by the Man- 
chester officials that small pox suspects 
are daily fleeing from the city. It was 


| suggested that_it-would.be a good plan 


to have a competent man _ beard: ail 
trains from Manchester at Methuen, 
and search for suspects, who can usu- 
ally be detected by the appearance of 
their faces. Such a plan would entail 
considerable expense, but Agent Smith 
says that that is about the only way 
further spread of the disease can -be 
averted, as it is practically certain that | 
many Manchester peop:e who should be 
in quarantine will slip away from that 
city and come to Lawrence. 

There have been 147 cases of small 
pox in Manchester at one time, of these 
51 cases being treated at the hospital. 
There are 27 cases in the hospital now. 
Of those who contracted the disease a!l 
are French except siv Americans and 
two Irishmen. 

The hospital in Manenester is to be 
enlarged to accommodate 24 beds. 

All the local cases are doing well but 
the health authorities are in constant 
fear of further spread of the disease 
here and it is only by being constantly 
on the alert that the situation has been 
handled so well.

Burned Out of House and Home. 


Fire destroyed the house and barn of 
David Cunningham on the West Parish 
road last Friday night despite the etforts 
of neighbors and the fire department to 
avert the catastrophe. . 

It is not exactly known how the fire 
started but is supposed to have been 
ignited through the overturning of a 
lantern inthe barn. That is where the 
fire originated and fanned by a strong 
north-west wind the blaze was soon com- 
municated to the house which began to, 
burn fiercely. ‘The entire family was at 
home, Mr. and Mrs. Cunningham and 
seven children, One of the boys went 
to the box in the West .Parish, No, 67, 
and gave the alarm about eight o’clock 
and the department responded promptly 
but had great difficulty in getting tothe 
fire over Cogswell’s hill and the one by 
Peter DD. Smith’s residence. Ifad it not 
been for the assistance of many people 
who were going to the fire, the different 
pieces of the apparatus would not have 
arrived at all. Connection had to be 
made with the hydrant near the Buchan 
place and only one line of hose could be 
laid owing to the distance. ‘This was in- 
effectual in extinguishing the tire but 
was valuable in keeping the flames from 
communicating to the neighboring 
houses, 

Before the tiremen arrived the neigh- 
bors assisted the distracted parents in 
removing the children ‘from the burning 
house, some of the younger ones having 
gone to bed. A small amount of furni- 
ture, including a piano, and some cloth- 
ing Was removed to a place of safety. 

The house and barn were valued at 
31000 and were insured inthe Merrimack 
Mutual Fire Insurance company for $650. 
The furniture was valued at $700 and 
was insured through EF. LL. Arundel of 
Lawrence, for $2000.

It is always to be remembered that In 
its present development, itis mot a 
newspaper, But a small part of its 
thirty or forty pages are devoted to the 
news of the day preceding. It is nota 
seventh edition like unto the other six 
of the rest of the week. It is an entire- 
ly separate and distinct institution— 
usually having a different editor and 
more or less on its staff who do no 
other work but on the Sunday editiin 
The critie'sm that is p:inted or pre- 
pared on Sunday dves not apply. Most 
of its sections are printed during the 
week and the whole week is taken in 
its preparation. Practical’y no work ts 
done on Sunday, but the distribution 
and sale. It is made up of a little news 
much less than on the average daily 
issue,—reviews, letters and endiess va- 
riety of departments and enough mis- 
cellany to make it big enough to com- 
pete with other Sunday issues.

It is 
his chief money-making enterprise. It 
cafries an immense amount ef adver- 
tising of bill board expansiveness. Its

force the business of the great retail 
stores to the notice of the home on Sun- 


the mind, but it tires the eyes, is apyto 
cause headache and is sure to weary 
the whole man. He has no desire to 
read books or give attention to the re- 
ligious services after he has devoted 
the strength of the day to the great ag- 
gregation in its black and red and ye - 
low printing.

ADDRESS ON CHINA. 


Rev. W. FE. Beaman, a missionary at 
Kioting, China, gave an interesting ad- 
dress at the Baptist church Sunday 
on the work of the Baptist missions in 
China. Mr. Beaman stated that there 
was a misconception in this country re- 
garding the recent outbreak in China. 
Contrary to the general belief, the up- 
rising was local, being confinei to three 
out of nineteen provinces. In the otrer 
provinces the natives were not only 
to‘erant of the missionaries, but the 
rulers of the provinces, and the peop‘e 
themselves are anxivus that the mis- 
sionaries should be sent to them. In 
western China some 1000 miles from the 
coast, where he was located, the mis- 
sionaries were not disturbed in the 
least by the recent uprising. Mr. Bea- 
man deseribed in an interesting and 
inst:us ive manner the work of tke 
missionaries. How they lived as the 
natives did, and the suc.ess whica was 
crowning their efforts. The only time 
that the natives became intolerant in 
this region was five years ago, after the 
China-Japan war. On _ that occasion 
the mob attacked the missionaries in 
Kicting, and Mr. Beiamcn had a narrow 
escape fium death. When the mob 
surrounced his home, he was saved by 
his landlord, a native, and escaped to 


tre river. For 40 miles his boat was 
foliowe’, and at last was overtaken 
and- robbed, but was not killed. He 


went to the coast with other miss‘on- 
aries, and after the outbreak had sub- 
sided, new viceruys of the prov nces 
were sent by the government to re- 
place those ‘hostile to missionaries, an] 
the missionaries were allowed to return
